160 dated the 7th January 1954 
removed the ban on forward trading in gur which was 
imposed by the Sugar and Gur ( Futures and Options) ( Prohl 
bition ) Order, 1951, issued under the Essential Supplies ( Tem . 
porary Powers ) Act , 1946 . The regulatory provisions of 
bc Forward Contracts (Regulation ) Act, 1932, were also not 
applied to gur. As a result, forward trading in gur by means 
of transferable as well as non -transferable specific delivery 
contracts continued to remain free . 

2. The Forward Markets Commission has since examined 
he question of the regulation of forward trading in gur and 
submitted its Report . The main recommendations of the 
Commission are that the regulatory provisions of the For 
vard Contracts (Regulation ) Act, 1952 he applied to gur and 
hat forward trading be conducted tlırough associations to be 
recognised under the said Act. 

3 . The Government of India have carefully considered the 
ecommendations made by the Commission and have come
